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COMMENCEMENT  MONOR6  FORTY-EICWT 


Dr.  Martin  E.  Marty,  Professor  of 
the  History  of  Modern  Christianity  at 
the  Divinity  School  of  the  University 
of  Chicago,  challenged  the  graduates 
of  Columbia  Seminary  with  a  stirring 
address  during  the  Commencement 
Exercises  on  Sunday  afternoon,  May 
27.  He  spoke  on  the  subject  "The 
Imperative  to  Congregate"  and 
stressed  the  crucial  importance  of 
local  churches  gathering  in  corporate 
worship  and  study. 

Dr.  J.  Phillips  Noble,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  awarded  for- 
ty-eight degrees  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  faculty.  Students 
receiving  their  degrees  represented  12 
states  and  5  countries. 

Commencement  was  preceeded  by 
a  Baccalaureate  Service  on  Sunday 
morning  at  the  Peachtree  Presbyte- 
rian Church.  The  host  pastor,  Dr.  W. 
Frank  Harrington,  delivered  an  in- 
spiring sermon  from  Philippians  1 :20 
that  stressed  the  importance  of  three 
vital  Biblical  virtues,  "Duty,  Courage 
and  Honor." 

Dean  Oscar  J.  Hussel  presented  the 
hoods  to  the  graduates  and  announced 
the  prizes  and  awards.  Graduates  Jo- 
anna Moseley  Adams,  Peter  R.  Roest, 
Kathryn  Hooks  Sandifer,  Kate  Eliza- 
beth McGregor  Simmons  and  Jacalyn 
Watson  Thomas  were  awarded  their 
degrees  "with  distinction"  for  out- 
standing academic  achievements. 

In  keeping  with  a  time-honored  tra- 
dition. President  J.  Davison  Philips 
concluded  the  Commencement  Exer- 
cises by  offering  a  charge  to  the  grad- 
uating class  using  selected  passages  of 
Scripture.

NEW  PROFESSOR  JOINS  FACULTY 

Dr.  Robert  H.  Ramcy,  Jr.,  the  Pas- 
tor of  the  Memorial  Drive  Presbyte- 
rian Church  of  Stone  Mountain, 
Georgia,  has  been  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  to  become  Pro- 
fessor of  Ministry  beginning  July  1 , 
1979. 

In  announcing  the  appointment, 
President  J.  Davison  Philips  states, 
"The  Chair  of  Ministry  is  projected 
as  a  means  of  more  adequately  pre- 
paring our  candidates  for  ministry  in 
the  areas  of  Evangelism,  Stewardship, 
Church  Polity  and  Christian  Educa- 
tion. Dr.  Ramey  is  an  able  Presbyte- 
rian Minister  with  excellent  experi- 
ence in  five  churches  of  all  types  and 
sizes.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have 
him  join  us  in  the  mission  of  Colum- 
bia Seminary." 

Professor  Ramey  is  a  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  from  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege. He  holds  three  degrees  from 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond .  .  .  B.D.,  Th.M.  in  Pastoral 
Care,  and  D.Min.  His  pastorates  in- 
clude Knox  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Norfolk,  VA  and  the  Selwyn  Avenue 


Presbyterian    Church    of    Charlotte, 
NC. 

Dr.  Ramey  has  served  as  a  member 
of  the  Commission  on  the  Minister  in 
three  presbyteries.  He  has  been  uti- 
lized as  a  preacher,  teacher,  and  re- 
treat leader  throughout  the  Church. 
He  is  married  to  Jane  Robbins  Mc- 
Garry  and  they  have  three  children — 
Robin  Ramey  Dorrier,  Robert  Mc- 
Garry  and  Andrea  Lynn. 


DATE  ON  CAMPAIGNS 

Capital  Funds  Campaigns  in  Col- 
umbia Seminary's  supporting  Synods 
arc  at  various  stages  of  development. 
The  Board  of  Directors  has  projected 
campaigns  in  each  of  the  three  Sy- 
nods to  increase  the  endowment  by 
$6,000,000  and  to  make  provision 
for  certain  building  renovations.  Here 
is  a  brief  report  about  what  is  hap- 
pening. 

Mid-South,  1978-79 

The  Capital  Funds  Campaign  for 
Theological  Education  in  the  Synod 
of  the  Mid-South  benefits  Columbia 
and  Louisville  Theological  Seminar- 
ies. A  fine  Steering  Committee  of  the 
Synod,  headed  by  Dr.  Paul  Tudor 
Jones,  has  encouraged  each  of  the 
presbyteries  and  churches  to  partici- 
pate. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  317 
churches  in  the  Synod  have  participat- 
ed in  the  Campaign  so  far.  Of  this 
number  187  have  adopted  goals  of 
$2,299,630.  Another  130  churches 
have  voted  to  participate  but  have  not 
yet  established  goals  for  their  church- 
es. 

The  solicitation  phase  of  this  Cam- 
paign is  about  concluded  except  in 
Knoxville  Presbytery  where  they  are 
just  now  starting  to  approach  the 
churches.  We  are  hopeful  that  the 
goal  of  %2Vi  million  will  be  realized. 


Columbia's  projected  part  of  this  goal 
is  28%  or  $700,000. 

Florida,  1979-80 

The  Synod  of  Florida  has  approved 
a  goal  of  $1  Vi  million  for  Columbia's 
Capital  Funds  Campaign.  Each  of  the 
five  presbyteries  has  endorsed  the 
Campaign. 

During  September  and  October, 
1979,  there  will  be  an  effort  to  have 
Seminary  Teams  visit  in  as  many  as 
100  churches  to  give  information 
about  Columbia  Seminary's  mission. 
Presbytery  Campaign  Committees  will 
be  organized  during  September  and 
October.  This  will  be  followed  by  a 
Special  Gifts  Phase  from  October- 
December,  1979,  and  a  Congregation- 
al Phase  (January-March,  1980). 

Southeast,  1980-81 
Approval  has  been  gained  for  a 
$41/2  million  Campaign  for  the  Sy- 
nod of  the  Southeast.  Presbytery 
Councils  and  Presbyteries  are  in  the 
process  of  endorsing  the  projected 
Campaign.

At  its  Spring  Meeting,  April  24-25, 
1979,  the  Board  of  Directors  ap- 
proved a  new  Statement  on  Tenure 
and  a  Plan  for  Faculty  Development. 
The  Board  also  framed  a  resolution  of 
appreciation  and  commendation  for 
Professor  Hubert  Vance  Taylor  for 
his  31  years  of  inspired  service  as  a 
member  of  the  faculty  upon  his  re- 
tirement January  31,  1979. 

Frederick  O.  Bonkovsky  was  pro- 
moted to  Professor  of  Christian  Ethics 
with  Tenure;  Oscar  J.  Hussel  was  pro- 
moted to  Professor  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation and  granted  Tenure;  Jasper  N. 
Keith,  Jr.  was  elected  Professor  of 
Pastoral  Care  with  Tenure;  Robert 
H.  Ramey,  Jr.  was  elected  as  Profes- 
sor of  Ministry  with  Tenure;  all  of 
these  effective  July  1,  1979.  Profes- 
sors Thomas  H.  McDill  and  Hubert 
Vance  Taylor  were  named  as  Pro- 
fessors Emeriti.

Columbia  has  just  sent  the  1979 
graduates  into  mission  and  ministry 
in  all  seven  synods  of  the  PCUS 
church  and  to  Brazil  as  well.  From 


those  receiving  advanced  degrees,  a 
few  have  gone  to  the  Church  of  God, 
Baptist  and  Methodist  Churches.  Two 
have  gone  to  other  Presbyterian  bod- 
ies, the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
and  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church. 

For  this  we  exist,  and  for  this  we 
have  labored  in  partnership  with  the 
Church.  For  this  gifts  of  money,  time, 
work  and  prayer  have  been  invested. 

As  I  presented  each  Candidate  for 
a  degree  at  Commencement,  I  prayed 
for  God's  special  grace  for  them.

Is  all  that,  however, 
the  measure  of  greatness? 

For  our  Class  here  at  Columbia, 
the  criterion  for  greatness  is  dramatic- 
ally different.  Jesus  said,  "Those  who 
serve  most  are  the  greatest  in  the 
Kingdom." 

So,  we  wish  for  each  one  greatness, 
which  is  not  measured  by  status,  posi- 
tion, money  or  prestige,  but  the  qual- 
ity service!

JOANNA  ADAMS 


Joanna  has  a  fascinating  story  to 
tell  about  her  pilgrimage  of  faith  that 
led  her  to  Columbia  Seminary.  This 
is  the  way  she  describes  it:  "As  a 
young  girl  with  a  mouth  full  of  braces 
and  gangly  legs  growing  up  in  Mis- 
sissippi, I  had  a  secret  dream — to  be 
a  minister.  I  would  preach  heart-felt 
but  horrible  sermons  in  the  privacy  of 
my  bedroom,  using  my  desk  as  a  pul- 
pit. More  than  once,  I  dedicated  my 
life  to  full-time  Christian  service  at 
Sunday  night  church,  suspecting  all 
the  while  that  women  couldn't  be 
preachers  and  that  I  couldn't  forsake 
my  vision  of  marriage  and  mother- 
hood to  become  a  foreign  missionary. 
Yet,  though  I  let  go  of  my  dream  of 
ministry  for  many  years,  the  church 
simply  would  not  let  me  go.  Again 
and  again,  the  church  has  called  me 
to  serve  and  now  I  am  ready  to  re- 
claim that  dream  as  an  ordained  min- 
ister of  the  Word." 

Joanna  has  been  called  to  be  the 
Associate  Minister  of  the  Central 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Atlanta. 

Her  husband,  Al,   is  a  practicing 


attorney  in  Atlanta.  Her  children, 
Hli/abeth,  who  is  1  I ,  and  Sam,  who 
is  <S,  are  excited  about  their  mother's 
new  role  as  a  minister. 

Joanna  says,  "During  my  prepara- 
tion tor  ministry  at  Columbia,  I  haw- 
had  my  s^nse  of  call  affirmed  again 
and  again.  I  know  that  neither  God 
nor  I  will  be  content  if  I  allow  myself 
to  be  less  than  God  created  me  to  be 
— a  minister  of  the  Good  News." 

TRUMAN  GEESLIN 


In  reflecting  on  his  call  to  ministry, 
Truman  Geeslin  tells  about  the  time 
when  he  "pursued  Yoga,  Zen  Budd- 
hism, Emersonian  philosophy,  self 
hypnosis,  cosmic  consciousness  and 
chemical  psychadelics."  This  hardly 
sounds  like  the  traditional  background 
for  a  Presbyterian  minister,  but  it 
was  the  experience  of  this  rather 
unique  young  man. 

Truman  is  an  example  of  one 
whose  life  was  very  much  affected  by 
the  turbulent  60's.  His  autobiography 
dramatically  illustrates  the  kind  of 
pressures  that  influenced  him. 

Although  Truman  was  baptized 
and  joined  the  Church  at  an  early 
age,  he  says  he  did  not  have  a  vital 
living  faith  in  Christ  until  he  was  28 
years  old.  Since  he  made  his  profes- 
sion in  1974,  he  has  been  most  zeal- 
ous in  seeking  the  Lord's  will  for  his 
life. 

Commenting  on  his  preparation 
for  ministry  at  Columbia,  Truman 
says,  "I  have  been  very  enthusiastic 
about  my  studies  at  Columbia  Semi- 
nary. I  have  had  the  privilege  of 
working  with  some  wonderful  people. 
My  faith  is  stronger  because  I  have 
seen  that  the  Bodv  of  Christ  is  as 


real  as  it  is  diverse.  1  have  confidence 
in  the  future  of  my  ministry  because 
of  the  support  and  love  of  my  family 
and  friends  and  the  grace  of  the 
lord." 

Truman  has  been  called  to  a  two- 
church  field  in  Hurley,  Virginia.  One 
church  has  35  members  (Hurley)  and 
the  other  has  50  (Clarke  Memorial). 
He  is  excited  about  his  prospects  for 
ministry.  He  will  be  accompanied  by 
his  wife,  Roxanna,  and  his  seven- 
year-old  son.  Woody. 

EDWARD  McILWAIN 


The  transition  from  professional 
photographer  in  Columbia,  South 
Carolina,  to  the  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Fordyce,  Ar- 
kansas, is  an  interesting  story.  This 
has  been  the  experience  of  Ed  Mc- 
Ilwain. 

Ed  had  the  good  fortune  of  being 
raised  in  a  Christian  home.  He  estab- 
lished strong  ties  with  his  ministers 
and  youth  advisers  as  a  child  and  this 
carried  into  his  mature  years.  He  took 
an  active  part  in  religious  activities 
on  the  college  campus.  His  marriage 
to  Asenath  VanPatton  during  his  sen- 
ior year  at  the  University  of  South 
Carolina  had  a  real  effect  on  his  life. 
She  helped  him  clarify  his  commit- 
ment to  Christ. 

Ed  spent  four  years  in  the  U.S. 
Navy  in  photo  intelligence  work.

PACULTY  IN  PRINT 
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One  of  the  ways  the  life  of  the 
C  hurch  is  enriched  is  through  the 
books  and  study  materials  produced 
by  the  faculty  members  of  our  semi- 
naries. Three  new  books  have  recent- 
ly been  published  by  members  of  the 
Columbia  Seminary  faculty  which 
will  provide  understanding  and  in- 
spiration for  ministers  and  laypersons 
alike. 

The  Lord  is  King  is  a  series  of 
expositions  on  the  book  of  Daniel 
written  by  Professor  Emeritus  Ron- 
ald S.  Wallace.  In  his  preface  to  the 
book,  Dr.  Wallace  states,  "As  for 
Daniel,  I  again  found  him  there  in 
Babylon  in  flesh  and  blood,  with 
hands  and  feet,  and  a  real  face,  in  a 
struggle  quite  like  that  of  our  church 
today,  inspiring  confidence  and  giv- 
ing guidance."  The  book  is  one  of 
several  that  has  been  written  for  the 
Inter- Varsity  Press  series,  "The  Bible 
Speaks  Today." 

Dr.  Erskine  Clarke,  the  Dean  of 
Students  at  Columbia,  is  the  author 
of  Wrestlin'  Jacob:  A  Portrait  of 
Religion  in  the  Old  South.  Com- 
menting on  the  book,  Dr.  E.  Brooks 
Holifield  of  Emory  University  writes, 
Wrestlin'  Jacob  recounts  the  fascin- 


ating story  of  the  quest  for  dignity 
and  freedom  among  the  black  slaves 
in  the  antebellum  South.  Today's 
Christians  will  gain  new  insights  from 
this  enthralling  historical  saga.  Wrest- 
lin Jacob  exhibits  responsible  his- 
torical scholarship.  I  recommend  it 
highly."  The  book  is  published  by 
John  Knox  Press. 

Another  book  published  by  John 
Knox  Press  is  the  one  written  by  Dr. 
James  D.  Newsome,  Jr.,  Director  of 
Advanced  Studies,  entitled  By  the 
Waters  of  Babylon.  The  sub-title  of 
the  book  is  "An  Introduction  to  the 
History  and  Theology  of  the  Exiles." 
Professor  James  L.  Crenshaw  of  Van- 
derbilt  University  states,  "James 
Newsome's  imaginative  reconstruc- 
tion based  on  his  rich  knowledge  of 
Old  Testament  history  offers  a  lively 
account.  He  masterfully  enriches  By 
the  Waters  of  Babylon  with  his  vivid 
imagery  and  evocative  interpreta- 
tions." 

A  word  of  congratulation  and  ap- 
preciation is  expressed  to  Professors 
Wallace,  Clarke,  and  Newsome  for 
sharing  their  scholarship  and  writing 
skills  with  the  Church. 


SEMINARY  BEYOND 
MPUS 

Theological  education  is  not  con- 
tineel  to  Columbia  Seminary's  cam- 
pus. In  addition  to  taking  the  tradi- 
tional courses  in  Bible,  Theology, 
Church  History,  Homiletics,  Ethics 
and  Pastoral  Counseling,  students 
are  involved  in  Supervised  Ministry 
off  campus. 

Dr.  Jasper  Keith,  with  the  able  as- 
sistance of  Staff  Associate  Pete  Car- 
ruthers,  reports  that  over  300  inter- 
views have  been  conducted  during 
this  academic  year  between  students 
and  supervising  pastors.  This  process 
has  resulted  in  the  placement  of  forty 
students  in  a  parish  setting  for  the 
summer  where  they  will  engage  in  the 
practice  of  ministry  under  supervi- 
sion. 

Professor  Keith  also  reports  that 
seven  students  have  been  placed  in 
Clinical  Pastoral  Education  Centers 
for  a  basic  unit  of  CPE  during  the 
summer  of  1979.  Three  students  will 
be  involved  in  an  Intern  Year  in  the 
D.Min.  in-sequence  degree  program 
this  year.  An  additional  forty  mid- 
dler  students  will  have  Supervised 
Ministry  opportunities  at  Georgia 
Baptist  Hospital  and  the  Wesley
